RAGLE'S STATEMENT. 


The Deputy Marihal Tells Haw aaft 


Why He Rilled Terry. 


SAN FBANCISOO, Sept. 7.—Depnty liar* 


shal David Nogle was examined In the 
Federal Court yesterday and related the 
details ot the tragedy In the Lathrop din- 
ing room last month. He said that when 
Judge Terry approached Justice Field he 
had no Idea he was going to make an at- 
tack, but before he could Interfere, Terry 
slapped the Justice on the face with his 
right hand and repeated the blow with 
his left hand, striking the Justise a sec- 
ond time on the back of the head. Nagle 
continued 
"I was oa my feot in an in- 


stant, and throwing out my right hand to 
keep Terry off, 1 shouted 
Btop that, 


I am a United States officer.' Terry then 
directed his attention to me. He had his 
right arm in position, as if about to give 
another blow, and as he turned his glance 
upon me he looked like an infuriated 
beast. 
His clenched fist Immediately 


sought his bosom 
Behoving my life wai 


In danger, I immediately drew my pistol 
with my left hand, ana catching it with 
my right, flrod two shots In quick succes- 
sion, and Terry fell to the floor I be- 
lieve Terry would have cut me to pieces, 
and perhaps Justice Field, 1C I had not 
acted promptly He looked like a mad- 
dened giant. I 


"I knew he had always carried a knife, 


and T believed he had one oftTilm then. 
I knew him to be a giant in strength, and 
proposed to take no chances with him. 
For that reason I held my pistol in both 
hands, so that be oould not take It away 
from me. After (he shooting was over 
and I had got Justice Field Ob the train 
again, I told the conductor to look out foi 
Mrs. 
Terry, for I did not like to injure a 


woman, but would surely protect Justice 
Fluid " 


Magle's examination concluded the tes- 


timony, and the case was continued until 
next WsduBsday, when the question of 
the jurisdiction of the Federal Court will 
be argued.

FRIGHTFUL LOSS OF LIFE B ? EXPLOSION IN 


A CARTRIDGE FACKOKT 


ANTW EHP Sept 6 —A large quantity ol 


d>namito exploded m a cartridge factory 
here to-day totally demolishing that 
portio» of the building in which the ex- 
plosive was kept. The factory was locat- 
e 1 in the -vicinity of the bourse, which, at 
the time of the explosion, was crowded 
Burning fragments of the factory weie 
hurled against the bourse, setting It on 
firo and ci eating a panic among the mem- 
bers, several of whom were Injured. Of 
the empires of the factory 12C were 
killed and many others in and near the 
building were badly wounded

hind the docks upon which millions of 
cartndges were being unloaded
